Latin American media 
slam government, 
drug gang controls 


MERIDA (AFP) - Latin 
American media leaders 
complained Tuesday that 
freedom of the press was 
being hurt by limits from re¬ 
gional governments as well 
as brutal violence from drug 
gangs. 

’’The press has two big en¬ 
emies. On the one hand (are) 
intolerant, authoritarian gov¬ 
ernments who wish to control 
information. Attacks from or¬ 
ganized crime and drug traf¬ 
fickers have the same end,” 
said Gonzalo Marroquin, the 
newly elected head of the 
Inter American Press Associ¬ 
ation, holding a two-day 
meeting in southeast Mexico. 

More than 14 journalists 
were killed in the region in 
the first half of 2010 alone, 
including seven in Mexico, 
five in Honduras and two in 
Brazil, said a statement from 
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representatives of more than 
1,200 media, in the city of 
Merida. 

A common theme was the 
impunity under which the 
killings took place, it said. 

The pan-American body 
called on Mexico, which has 
seen attacks on journalists 
surge amid a wave of drug- 
related violence, to recognize 
crimes against media workers 
as a federal offense to im¬ 
prove chances of prosecution. 

The group also high¬ 
lighted at least nine journalist 
killings in Honduras this year 
alone, in the aftermath of a 
2009 coup, with most cases 
still unsolved. 

The media leaders criti¬ 
cized Argentina, Ecuador, 
Bolivia and Venezuela for 
seeking to curb freedom of 
expression through legisla¬ 
tion or by violating laws. 

They also called for the 
immediate release of inde¬ 
pendent journalists impris¬ 
oned in Cuba and an end to 
harassment of bloggers and 
correspondents on the Com¬ 
munist island. 

Their next meeting will 
take place in Lima, Peru, in 
October 2012.

Obama returns to childhood 
home Indonesia

JAKARTA (AFP) - A ’’deeply 
moved” Barack Obama dodged 
volcanic ash and made a whirl¬ 
wind return to his boyhood 
home of Indonesia on Tuesday, 
saying he would never have be¬ 
lieved he could come back as 
US president. 

Obama marvelled at the 
transformation of the sleepy 
city of Jakarta he once knew 
into a bustling metropolis and 
noted the country’s parallel 
evolution from authoritarian¬ 
ism to democracy and a bur¬ 
geoning alliance with 

Washington. 

”It’s wonderful to be here al¬ 
though I have to tell you that 
when you visit a place that you 
spent time in as a child, as the 
president it’s a little disorientat¬ 
ing,” he told reporters. 

’’The landscape has 
changed completely, when I 
first came here it was in 1967 
and people were on becaks ... 
a bicycle rickshaw thing.” 

Indonesia was the second 
stop on Obama's Asia tour, 


after India, and he will travel 
on to South Korea for the G20 
summit on Wednesday and end 
his trip in Yokohama, Japan for 
the APEC summit. 

Obama will visit Jakarta's Is- 
tiqlal Mosque, Southeast Asia's 
largest, and give a major speech 
on US-Indonesian relations, 
partly targeted at Muslims, in a

Obama said he was "deeply

Amsterdam clears squatters from buildings, but court ruling 
puts wider squatting ban in doubt 


AMSTERDAM, The Nether¬ 
lands — Police in Amsterdam 
reclaimed several squatted 
buildings on behalf of their 
legal owners yesterday but 
cancelled a wave of other 
evictions after a court ruling 
questioned the validity of a 
law criminalizing squatting. 

Around 40 squatters — in¬ 
cluding several in clown cos¬ 
tumes — protested outside 
one of the buildings yester¬ 
day. Police said they detained 
four people for throwing 
paint or stones. 

Squatting in unoccupied 


buildings has long been tole¬ 
rated in the Netherlands, but 
it seems destined to be the 
latest of the country's liberal 
institutions — such as legal 
prostitution and cafes that 
openly sell marijuana — to 
be curtailed as the Dutch be¬ 
come more conservative and 
rethink the boundaries of 
their famed tolerance. 

Squatting was crimina¬ 
lized under a law that took ef¬ 
fect Oct. 1. The first evictions 
in Amsterdam under the new 
law took place yesterday and 
the city had arranged riot po¬ 


lice to clear out buildings 
around the city. 

Those plans were abruptly 
halted late Monday after an 
appeals court found the Euro¬ 
pean Treaty on Human 
Rights forbids forcing people 
from their homes unless a 
judge has affirmed that the 
eviction is legal. 

"Given the general charac¬ 
ter of this ruling, the mayor, 
chief prosecutor and police 
commissioner have decided 
for now not to clear any build¬ 
ings on criminal grounds," the 
city said in a statement. 


However, a civil court had 
already approved five evic¬ 
tions scheduled for yesterday, 
and those went ahead. Such 
evictions are not new. 

"The squatters' protests 
were generally playful," a po¬ 
lice statement said. "The 


evictions are going quickly 
and without any incidents 
worth mentioning." 

Historically, squatting has 
provided an alternative to 
mainstream Dutch lifestyles 
and has acted as a wellspring 
for leftist activism.

New Google feature provides 
previews of Web search results 



SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Internet search giant Google 
began rolling out a new fea¬ 
ture Tuesday called "Instant 
Previews” that allows Web 
surfers to sample a website 
without having to click 
through to the page. 

Clicking on a small icon 
of a magnifying glass next to 
a search result gives a user a 
visual snapshot of the most 
relevant content on a particu¬ 
lar page in a pop-up box off 
to the side. 

Hovering with a mouse 


over the other search results 
provides a visual preview of 
the other pages. 

A Web surfer looking for a 
picture or a map, for exam¬ 
ple, can determine whether it 
is contained in a particular 
site by checking out the pre¬ 
view, eliminating the need to 
click through to the page and 
then back again if disap¬ 
pointed. 

”In our testing, we've 
found that people who use In¬ 
stant Previews are about five 
percent more likely to be sat¬ 


isfied with the results they 
click,” Google product man¬ 
ager Raj Krishnan said in a 
blog post. 

"The previews provide 
new ways to evaluate search 
results, making you more 
likely to find what you're 
looking for on the pages you 
visit,” Krishnan said. 

"With Instant Previews, 
we match your query with an 
index of the entire Web, iden¬ 
tify the relevant parts of each 
webpage, stitch them to¬ 
gether and serve the resulting 
preview completely cus¬ 
tomized to your search — 
usually in under one-tenth of 
a second,” Krishnan said. 

He said "Instant Previews” 
will be available in more than 
40 languages over the next 
few days. 

"Instant Previews” is 
Google's latest bid to im¬ 
prove search and comes on 
the heels of "Google Instant,” 
a feature launched in Septem¬ 
ber that displays search re¬ 
sults as fast as a user types.

Israel’s nanotech 
researchers think big 



A nano scanner is dis¬ 
played at Nano Israel 2010 
conference 

TEL AVIV (AFP) - A mate¬ 
rial just one atom thick that is 
stronger than steel but flexes 
like rubber. A "mini-subma¬ 
rine” that can trick the im¬ 
mune system and deliver a 
payload of chemotherapy 
deep inside a tumour. 

They sound like the fan¬ 
tasies of science fiction writ¬ 
ers, but they are among the 
discoveries being presented 
at Nano Israel 2010, a nan¬ 
otech conference in Tel Aviv 
that has attracted researchers 
from across the science 
world, united by their work 
with the very, very small. 

The 1,500 participants at 
the two-day meeting which 
ends on Tuesday include 
chemists, physicists and med¬ 
ical researchers, all working 
with tiny structures around 
the thickness of a cell wall. 

"We are all working to be 
able to manipulate molecules 
at an atomic level,” said Dan 
Peer, a professor at Tel Aviv 
University's Cell Research 
and Immunology Depart¬ 
ment. 

Physicists are developing 
new materials by removing 
or adding to existing struc¬ 
tures and nano-medical re¬ 
searchers are building new 
ways to deliver drugs. 

Peer is trying to find out 
how to more effectively tar¬ 
get cancer and the inflamma¬ 
tion associated with diseases 
like multiple sclerosis by bet¬ 
ter directing toxic treatments 
like chemotherapy. 

"Sometimes the drug is there, 
but it doesn't operate in a tar¬ 
geted manner,” he told AFP. 

In such cases, scientists 


are trying to find ways to 
build "GPS systems” into 
the drugs so they travel 
directly to malignant cells 
or inflammation. 

One way of doing that 
is to attach the cancer 
treatment to a vitamin that 
tumours happily suck up, 
allowing the medication 
to penetrate the malignant 
cells with ease. 

"You can potentially 
create new materials, new 
vehicles for drugs, like 
very small bubbles, like 
mini-submarines, which 
carry them into the body," 
Peer told AFP. 

Joseph Kost, a professor at 
Ben Gurion University of the 
Negev's chemical engineer¬ 
ing department, is working 
on a technique that delivers 
chemotherapy drug Cisplatin 
into tumours. 

The drug is carried by a 
tiny vessel through gaps of 
between 100-1000 nanome¬ 
tres in size, giving scientists 
a "therapeutic warhead,” he 
said. 

Once inside, researchers 
irradiate the drug vehicles 
with ultrasound, causing 
them to "explode” and dis¬ 
perse the treatment inside the 
tumour. 

Others are looking at ways 
to trick the body's immune 
system to prevent it from 
identifying drug treatments 
as invading viruses and at¬ 
tacking them. 

Elsewhere, physicists like 
Andre Geim, winner of this 
year's Nobel Prize for 
Physics, are using nanotech¬ 
nology to develop new mate¬ 
rials with a surprising range 
of applications. 

Geim, a Russian scientist 
working in Britain, presented 
his work on graphene, a one- 
atom-thick slice of graphite 
that is stiffer than diamond. 

"You can imagine you can 
make a thousand devices out of 
this graphene,” he told an au¬ 
dience of researchers from 35 
countries, whose work could 
one day produce more efficient 
conductors and roll-up touch¬ 
screens for computers. 

Graphene's structure could 
even allow it to be used for 
faster DNA sequencing, 
Geim said.

Rogue gene invades stem cells 
to spark cancer: study 


A gene present in many 
forms of cancer is able to 
spark the disease by invading 
stem cells and encouraging 
abnormal growth, a study 
published Tuesday said. 

Scientists took stem cells 
from an adult human mouth 
and injected them with higher 
than normal levels of the 
FOXM1 gene, which trig¬ 
gered a type of cell growth 
often seen in early-stage can¬ 
cer cases. 

Environmental and behav¬ 
ioral factors, such as expo¬ 
sure to ultraviolet rays and 
smoking, have been found to 
lead to increased levels of 
FOXM1. 

The gene ’’exploits the in¬ 
herent self-renewal property 
of stem cells,” said the study 
by Muy-Teck Teh at the Insti¬ 
tute of Dentistry at Barts and 
the London School of Medi¬ 
cine and Dentistry. 

”By overexpressing 


FOXM1 in stem cells we 
found that it produces a con¬ 
dition similar to a precancer- 
ous hyperplasia,” Teh told 
AFP. 

The researchers used a 3D 
tissue culture model system 
to simulate human tissue 
growth in the laboratory 
without experimenting on ac¬ 
tual humans, said the study 
which appears in the journal 
Cancer Research. 

’’What we found was that 
with the overexpression of 
FOXM1 in the stem cells we 
were able to increase the 
thickness of the tissue as 
compared to cells that were 
not overexpressing 

FOXM1,” Teh said. 

Previous studies using 
mice also showed that the 
same process triggered pre- 
cancerous growths, Teh said. 

’’This is the first study 
using human cells to show it 
can induce hyperplasia,” Teh 


said. 

Scientists have known 
since 2002 that the FOXM1 
gene was linked to cancer, 
after it was found present in 
skin cancer. Subsequent stud¬ 
ies identified it to be an ’’up- 
regulator,” or a sort of 
encouraging agent in all 
types of human cancer. 

’’What the role of this gene 
was in human cancer was not 
quite clear,” Teh said. ’’Why 
was it present in so many 
types of human cancer? 
These findings illustrate for 
the first time how the gene 
works.” 

No diagnostic tests cur¬ 
rently exist to examine a per¬ 
son’s level of FOXM1, but 
researchers hope that by un¬ 
derstanding how the gene 
works in cancer creation they 
can begin to identify drugs to 
stop the disease at its earliest 
stages. 


Silicone implants preferred by mastectomy 
patients: survey 



Breast cancer patients who un¬ 
dergo mastectomy seem to 
prefer silicone breast implants 
over saline (salt water) im¬ 
plants, researchers have found. 

The new study included 
almost 500 North American 
women who had breast re¬ 
construction surgery with im¬ 


plants after undergoing dou¬ 
ble mastectomy (partial or 
complete removal of both 
breasts). Silicone implants 
were used in 176 women and 
saline implants were used in 
306 women. 

The survey responses 
showed that women with sil¬ 


icone implants were more 
satisfied with their recon¬ 
structed breasts than those 
with saline implants. 

The researchers also found 
that women who received ra¬ 
diation therapy after mastec¬ 
tomy were far less likely to 
be satisfied with either type 
of implant. 

Among all the women in 
the study, satisfaction with ei¬ 
ther silicone or saline im¬ 
plants diminished over time, 
the investigators noted. 

The study, published in 
the Nov. 8 online edition of 
the journal Cancer, may help 
doctors and women who’ve 
undergone mastectomy make 
decisions about reconstruc¬ 
tive breast surgery, the study 
authors suggested.

Pregnancy: Study links 
painkillers to male 
reproductive flaw 



PARIS (AFP) - Could mild 
painkillers, taken by women 
during pregnancy, be linked 
to male fertility problems? 

The question is raised by a 
new study which suggests 
that these over-the-counter 
analgesics may be a greater 
risk than hormone-disrupting 
chemicals and plastics that 
are most blamed for causing 
reproductive problems in 
later life. 

Researchers pored over 
data from 834 pregant 
women in Denmark and 
1,463 in Finland. 

They found nothing that 
was statistically interesting in 
the Finnish group, but in the 
Danish group, two startling 
phenomena emerged. 

Women who took a com¬ 
bination of one or more 
painkiller — such as aspirin 
and paracetamol together — 
during pregnancy had a 
seven-fold increased risk of 
giving birth to sons with un¬ 
descended testicles. 

This condition, known as 
cryptorchidism, is a risk fac¬ 
tor in poor semen quality and 
a form of testicular cancer in 
later life. 

In addition, those who 
took any analgesic during the 
second trimester of preg¬ 


nancy more than doubled the 
risk of cryptorchidism for 
their child. 

Incidence of cryp¬ 
torchidism in Denmark is 
nearly four times higher than 
in Finland, having surged al¬ 
most fivefold between 1960 
and 2001. 

’’The magnitude of this 
difference is too large to be 
accounted for by random 
fluctuations and differences 
in ascertainment,” according 
to the paper, published in the 
European journal Human Re¬ 
production late Monday. 

Furthering the research, 
investigators in France car¬ 
ried out tests on lab rats. 

They found that exposure 
to paracetamol reduced levels 
of testosterone in the uterus 
and reduced the distance be¬ 
tween the offspring’s anus and 
genitals — a key marker of re¬ 
productive flaws in the adult. 

Leffers cautioned that fur¬ 
ther investigation was 
needed. 

But, he said, the evidence 
was that a painkiller exposed 
the foetus to a bigger one- 
shot of endocrine disruptors 
than phthalates and other en¬ 
vironmental sources of these 
hormone-interfering com¬ 
pounds. 

”A single, 500mg parac¬ 
etamol tablet contains more 
endocrine disruptor potency 
than the combined exposure 
to the 10 most prevalent of 
the currently known environ¬ 
mental endocrine disruptors 
during the whole pregnancy,” 
Leffers said. 

He urged women to re¬ 
strict their use of painkillers 
as far as possible during 
pregnancy and seek advice 
from their doctor.

European shares firm, gold 
strikes new hig 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
Europe’s main stock markets 
rose yesterday and gold soared 
to another record high, while 
the euro fell back against the 
dollar as investors fretted over 
weak recovery in certain euro¬ 
zone nations. 

London’s benchmark FTSE 
100 index of leading shares 
won 0.43 percent to close at 
5,875.19 points, Frankfurt's 
DAX 30 rose 0.55 percent to 
6,787.81 points and the Paris 
CAC 40 climbed 0.82 percent 
to 3,945.71 points. 

The European single cur¬ 
rency, which has been ham¬ 
pered this week by resurgent 
concerns over eurozone sove¬ 
reign debt, fell as low as 
1.3824 dollars before clawing 
back to 1.3871 dollars in late 
London trade. 

The dollar fell to 81.03 yen 
from 81.18 yen. 

Gold soared to a fresh 
record of 1,424.35 dollars per 
ounce on the London Bullion 
Market, a day after having bro¬ 
ken through the 1,400 barrier, 
as the dollar fell. 

"European equities have 
swung back into positive terri¬ 
tory as the US dollar gave up 


its early gains," said analyst 
David Morrison at trading 
website GFT. 

Elsewhere in Europe share 
prices rose 0.30 percent in Am¬ 
sterdam, 1.15 percent in Ma¬ 
drid, 1.65 percient in Milan. 

"We are in a transitional 
area now with all the major US 
news out of the way and a re¬ 
newed focus on eurozone so¬ 
vereign debt," he told AFP. 

The yield — the return for 
investors — on Irish bonds rose 
to 7.744 percent yesterday 
from 7.646 percent. 

"The euro/US dollar will 
now dominate trading, but in 
the absence of concrete news 
out of the European peripher¬ 
als like Ireland and Greece, the 
single currency is likely to 
swing between technical sup¬ 
port and resistance levels. This 
will lead equities." 

Gold has surged to fresh 
pinnacles this week, boosted 
by its safe-haven status and the 
weaker US currency, which 
makes dollar-priced commodi¬ 
ties cheaper for buyers with 
stronger currencies. 

"Gold and silver continue to 
soar and this is a real warning 
to investors that all is not well 


with the global financial sys¬ 
tem," added Morrison. 

"Precious metals are a safe 
haven and ultimate store of 
value. The outbreak of a full¬ 
blown currency war will only 
increase their appeal." 

Rabobank analyst Jane 
Foley also noted that "China is 
hinting that perhaps its policy 
is too expansionary which is 
supportive for gold." 

On Wall Street trading was 
mixed as investors were taking 
a breather for a second conse¬ 
cutive day after last week's 
rally driven by a massive Fed¬ 
eral Reserve stimulus move. 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average was down 0.10 per¬ 
cent to 11,395.71 at midday. 

The S&P 500 index, a 
broader measure of the market, 
slipped 0.02 percent to 
1,222.65 while the tech-rich 
Nasdaq composite index edged 
up 0.10 percent to 2,580.63. 

Tokyo fell 0.39 percent to 
9,694.49 and Sydney fell 0.79 
percent to end at 4,740.7. 

Hong Kong fell 1.02 per¬ 
cent to 24,710.60 and Shang¬ 
hai was off 0.78 percent to 
close at 3,135.00. 


EU fines 11 airlines 800 million euros 


for air cargo cartel 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) - 
Europe's competition watch¬ 
dog hit 11 airlines with nearly 
800 million euros in fines yes¬ 
terday for running a global 
cargo cartel that included Air 
France-KLM, British Airways 
and Japan Airlines. 

"It is deplorable that so 
many major airlines coordi¬ 
nated their pricing to the detri¬ 
ment of European businesses 
and European consumers," 
said European competition 
commissioner Joaquin Almu- 
nia. 

The fines, totalling 799.4 
million euros (1.1 billion dol¬ 
lars), were slapped on airlines 
that span the globe, from Air 
Canada and LAN Chile in the 
Americas to Cathay Pacific 
Airways and Singapore Air¬ 
lines in Asia and Qantas in 
Australia. 

The 11 cargo carriers coor¬ 
dinated their action on sur¬ 
charges for fuel and security 


without discounts over a six- 
year period, between Decem¬ 
ber 1999 and February 2006, 
the European Commission 
said. 

The cartel covered flights 
from, to and within the Euro¬ 
pean Economic Area. 

The Air France-KLM group 
was hit with the biggest fine, 
310 million euros, of which 
183 million euros was for Air 
France and 127 million euros 
for KLM. Martinair, which is 
owned by Air France, was 
fined 29.5 million euros. 

Elsewhere in Europe, 
British Airways was ordered to 
pay 104 million euros, Scandi¬ 
navia's SAS group was fined 
70.2 million euros and Luxem¬ 
bourg's Cargolux will have to 
pay 79.9 million euros. 

In Asia, Singapore Airlines 
was fined 74.8 million euros, 
Cathay was hit with 57.1 mil¬ 
lion euros and Japan Airlines 
will pay 35.7 million euros. 


Air Canada must pay 21 
million euros while Qantas and 
LAN Chile got the smallest 
fines, 8.9 million and 8.2 mil¬ 
lion euros, respectively. 

Five airlines applied for a 
reduction in the fine, claiming 
they were unable to pay it, but 
the commission said none of 
them met the conditions.

’Em tournament, and Racener 
never recovered. 

The duo were the final two 
remaining in an event that 
began in July with 7,319 en¬ 
trants, who put up 10,000 
dollars each or won entry in 
smaller tournaments. 

The final nine contenders 
played a 14-hour session that 
ended early Sunday with 
Duhamel with a huge lead. 

Duhamel's parents and 


closest friends sat on the 
stage at Penn & Teller The¬ 
ater at the Rio Las Vegas re¬ 
sort, and dozens of Canadian 
fans filled the audience clad 
in Montreal Canadians jer¬ 
seys to show support. 

Both Duhamel and 
Racener began their poker 
lives online. Racener won 5.5 
million dollars for placing 
second.

Iverson is 17th on the 
NBA's career scoring list 


with 24,368 points, winning 
MVP honors in 2001 when 
he led the 76ers to the finals.

He 
played just three games for 
Memphis last season before 
returning to Philadelphia. 

He played 25 games, aver¬

Steelers hold off late 
rally to defeat Bengals 


LAKE BUENA VISTA 
(AFP) - Americans Michael 
Allen and Tom Pemice, both 
on the 50-and-over Champi¬ 
ons Tour, are among those 
fighting for berths on the 
2011 US PGA Tour starting 
Thursday at Disney World. 

The US PGA's season¬ 
ending 4.7 million-dollar 
Children's Miracle Network 
Classic will serve as the final 
make-or-break event for 
those trying to finish in the 
top 125 on the season money 
list and claim a spot for next 
year. 

Troy Matteson, already 
exempt for 2011 after a vic¬ 
tory last season, is the man on 
the money target at 125th on 
the list with 723,328 dollars. 

That leaves Briny Baird 
hoping to move up from 
126th on 710,337 dollars. 
Baird knows the drama in¬ 
volved, having finished 126th 
on the list in 2005, and wants 
to avoid having to play at a 
final qualifying event. 

"Either I play well enough 



to keep my card or I don't and 
then I have to go to q-school 
in two weeks," Baird said. 
"Those are the only options 
so it's not like I'm dreading 
this week." 

Baird, an 11-year PGA 
veteran, has the most career 
prize money of any player 
never to win a PGA event at 
more than 11.5 million dol¬ 
lars. 

Fellow American Woody 
Austin, who turns 47 in Jan¬ 
uary, is at risk at 123rd on the 
list with 727,352 dollars 
while Allen, who turns 52 in 
January, ranks 124th with 
726,631 dollars after a run¬ 
ner-up finish at last month's 
Viking Classic. 

Allen comes off a Champi¬ 
ons Tour event and must ad¬ 
just to the PGA environment 
even as he battles for his spot 
among the elite next year. 

"It can be difficult, but it's 
a good time. I'm looking for¬ 
ward to going out there," 
Allen said. "It will certainly 
be a challenge. It's more of a 
mental challenge than any¬ 
thing, to keep yourself in the 
game and just keep calm and 
comfortable. It's a long week 
with a lot of stress, but it's all 
self-induced. 

"It's not the end of the world 
if I don't do it, but you can't go 
in with that mindset. You can't 
let there be that letdown. I've 
got to make it happen." 

Pernice, a 51 -year-old 
American who has not won a 
PGA title since 2001, is an¬ 
other senior trying to keep his 
place on the US tour, but he 
ranks 137th on the list with 
636,551 dollars. 

"At the beginning of the 
year my goal was to continue 
to play on the regular tour. I 
felt that my game was good 
enough to still compete," Per¬ 
nice said. 

"If my game is good 
enough, I still want to play 


with the best players in the 
world. I love the competition 
and the challenge. That's kind 
of my goal." 

Australian Aron Price, still 
seeking his first top-five fin¬ 
ish on the US PGA Tour, 
ranks 127th with 704,102 
dollars. 

US veteran Bob Estes, a 
four-time PGA winner who 
has not taken a tour title since 
2002, is 128th on 701,158 
dollars followed by Ameri¬ 
can Michael Connell. 

Henrik Stenson, exempt 
for 2011 thanks to his 2009 
Players Championship vic¬ 
tory and not playing this 
week, is 130th but another 
Swede, Richard S. Johnson, 
is 131st on 678,515 dollars 
and fighting to keep his spot. 

Johnson won in Sweden 
two weeks ago and played 
last week in Shanghai before 
flying to Florida. 

Canada's Stephen Ames, 
who won at Disney in 2009 
and 2007, is absent due to a 
back injury that is expected 
to keep him off the tour until 
mid-January. He is 105th on 
the money list with 916,527 
dollars. 

American Heath Slocum, 
30th on the US PGA money 
list, will try to keep his top- 
30 spot, which brings with it 
an invitation to next year's 
Masters. 

Those playing who could 
bump him out are led by 
countryman J.B. Holmes, 
1,439 dollars back, and South 
Africa's Brendon de Jonge, 
233,156 dollars back. 



CINCINNATI, Ohio (AFP) - 
Pittsburgh defender James 
Harrison (photo) broke up a 
fourth-down pass in the final 
seconds and the Steelers held 
off a Cincinnati rally for a 27- 
21 NFL victory over the Ben¬ 
gals. 

The Steelers improved to 
6-2, matching Baltimore for a 
share of the AFC North divi¬ 


sion lead, while Cincinnati 
fell to 2-6, four games off the 
divisional pace at the halfway 
mark of their American foot¬ 
ball campaign. 

The Steelers had never 
lost in a club history dating to 
1933 when they led by 20 or 
more points at any point in a 
game, but the Bengals pushed 
them to the edge to keep that 
perfection intact.

NEW YORK (AFP) - Japan¬ 
ese star Ichiro Suzuki won 
his 10th Gold Glove award 
for fielding skills on Tuesday, 
becoming only the fifth 
player in Major League Base¬ 
ball history to claim such an 
honor over at least a decade.
